Mi» li., Jun e 18 
Gl» *n n Fran k, d » *posed Un iversity of 
Wisf on sin presi» !» n t, vigorously »1»*- 
iioun ced tod ay the political d icta 
tlon of un iversities “from the out 
sid o.” 
‘ Til» * momen t the threat of »1»* 
tailed con trol from without or d ic­ 
tatorship from within in vad es a un i­ 
versity.’’ he told a Un iversity »»f 
Michigan cen ten n ial aud ien ce, “an 
un con fessed reign of terror grips 
the min d s of its scholars. 
An » l. 
un d er that psychology, the scholar­ 
ship of a un iversity d ies an d its 
teachin g stammers.’’ 
Fran k, removed from his Wis­ 
con sin presid en cy by govern orap 
poin ted regen ts, asserted such ap­ 
poin tive power subjects a state un i­ 
versity to con trol by “a kin d of 
political ven triloquism." 
“If. as in some states, th© gov­ 
ern or en joys plen ary 
an d 
un re- 
vlewed authority to appoin t mem­ 
bers of the govern in g board of the 
state un iversity,’’ he said , "he may. 
If that Is the measure of his states­ 
man ship, pack the board with ap­ 
poin tees who have but on e con ceiv­ 
able qualification , an d that a d is­ 
qualification , n amely, their willin g­ 
n ess to carry out in d etail th© gov­ 
ern or’s will, If n ot his whim, re­ 
spectin g both the person n el an d the 
policy of the un iversity.
